INTRODUCTION 


TOWN  HALL,  SHIPLEY. 

To  the  Cliairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee 


Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
Baildon  for  1955. 

Vital  Statistics 

The  year  1955  was  dry  and  sunny  with  a cold  winter  and  a hot 
summer.  The  weather  was  reflected  to  some  extent  in  the 
health  statistics  for  the  year.  Deaths  were  fewer  than  in  1954,  the 
Standardised  Rate  being  as  low  as  10.3.  Unexpectedly  there  was  an 
increase  in  the  Birth  Rate  to  13.5.  This  year  (1955)  there  were  4 
infant  deaths,  3 of  them  under  28  days  of  age.  It  was  notable  that  in 
the  causes  of  death  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis  were  absent:  On  the 
other  hand  cancer  and  cardio  vascular  disease  of  the  middle  aged  and 
elderly  predominated. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  Day  Nursery  having  closed,  arrangements  were  made  for 
the  premises  to  be  taken  over  by  the  Education  Department.  Con- 
siderable progress  has  been  made  in  Housing,  and  the  slum  clearance 
programme  is  at  long  last  under  way. 

Hospital  After  Care,  and  the  Care  of  Aged  Persons  both  in- 
creasingly absorb  the  attention  of  the  District  Nurse  and  Health 
Visitor. 

I am  indebted  for  the  continued  interest  of  your  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  and  furthermore  for  the  willing 
help  rendered  by  Mr.  Moore,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  fellow 
Officials.

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Social  Conditions. 

Baildon  1?  a residential  town  separated  from  Shipley  by  the  River 
Aire,  Leeds  and  Liverpool  Canal  and  the  Railway,  and  from  Bradford, 
Horsforth  and  Bingley  by  extensive  green  belts  and  open  moorland. 
The  lower  town,  including  Charlestown,  is  predominantly  industrial, 
with  mills,  factories  and  workshops  and  a high  percentage  of  old  type 
property.  The  administrative  centre,  higher  situate,  is  residential, 
principally  a product  of  the  inter-war  developmental  period  in  housing. 
The  upper  town,  adjacent  to  high  placed  moorland,  is  almost  ex- 
clusively residential  in  character. 

There  are  about  4,03 1 houses  in  Baildon,  mostly  modern,  although 
some  old  property  remains  around  Towngate,  Baildon  Green, 
Tong  Park  and  Woodbottom.  A new  estate  has  been  erected  at  The 
Knoll  with  extensive  aspect  and  ample  room  for  development.

The  increase  in  population  in  Baildon  between  wars  was  pre- 
dominantly older  age  group  in  structure.  There  was  therefore  ex- 
pansion with  low  potentiality.  The  general  picture  is  one  of  diminish- 
ing younger  age  group,  falling  birth  rate  and  ageing  population. 

The  high  female  to  male  ratio  of  working  population  is  repre- 
sentative of  the  textile  area  generally.  Eight  large  firms  employ 
2,660  workers  locally,  the  principal  industries  being  woollen  textile  and 
engineering.  Over  one  half  of  the  male  population  is  estimated  to 
be  engaged  in  the  textile  industry.  A considerable  inter-change  of 
working  population  occurs  in  each  direction  daily  between  Baildon 
and  neighbouring  towns. 

The  office  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour,  Shipley,  serves  both  Shipley 
and  Baildon. 

Unemployment  remains  at  a low  figure  and  in  the  main  consists 
of  older  men,  the  placing  of  whom  in  suitable  v'ork  is  not  easy. 

GENERAL  PUBLIC  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 

Medical  Pratitioners  Liaison 

The  adminstrative  Health  Division  comprising  Bingley,  Shipley, 
Baildon  and  Denholme  is  a compact  area.  The  General  Practitioners 
are  in  close  proximity  to  the  Health  Department,  and  sucxess  can  be 
claimed  in  obtaining  a high  degree  of  co-operation.  Traditional 
links  e.g.  in  Tuberculosis  and  Infectious  Disease,  in  District  Nursing 
and  Midwifery,  are  as  strong  as  ever,  and  the  School  Health  Service 
has  always  attracted  the  sympathetic  understanding  of  the  private 
Doctor.  In  the  past  Clinics  and  Health  Visiting  presented  difficulties, 
but  the  changes  involved  in  the  Health  Service  Act,  greater  interest 
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in  the  medico-social  care  of  the  aged,  in  After  Care,  in  the  provision 
of  accommodation,  and  in  welfare  relief,  have  tended  to  cement  relat- 
ions between  Health  Visitor  and  General  Medical  Practitioner.  I 
am  indebted  to  the  Doctors  for  their  courtesy  to  the  Nursing  Staff, 
and  recognise  how  the  community  has  benefited  from  this  increased 
co-operation. 

Baildon  has  one  resident  Home  Nurse,  a resident  Midwife  and 
one  Health  Visitor.  This  concentrates  domiciliary  services  in  a small 
group  and  promotes  team  work.  Close  co-operation  exists  between 
these  officers  and  the  officers  of  the  Urban  District  Council. 


Hospital  Services. 

Maternity  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Maternity  Home,  Shipley, 
Keighley  St.  John’s,  Bradford  St.  Luke’s  and  County  Maternity 
Homes.  Infectious  disease  cases  were  referred  to  Morton  Banks  or 
Leeds  Road  Infectious  Disease  Hospitals.  Chronic  sick  were  admitted 
to  Raikeswood,  Keighley  St.  John’s,  Thornton  View,  Calverley  and 
Stoney  Ridge.  Infirm  were  accommodated  in  Part  III  (County 
Welfare  Homes)  at  Thornton  View,  Clayton,  The  Shroggs,  Steeron, 
and  Hillworth  Lodge,  Keighley.  As  hitherto  Menston  Hospital  and 
Scalebor  Park  met  requirements  of  Psychiatric  cases. 

The  reports  submitted  by  the  Health  Visitors  after  consultation 
with  the  private  Doctor  facilitated  arrangements  for  priority  admis- 
sions to  hospital  of  elderly  patients. 


Shipley  Maternity  Home 

Shipley  Maternity  Home  has  20  beds  for  normal  patients.  Ad- 
missions are  arranged  by  Matron  in  consultation  with  Doctors  and 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  discharge  of  patients  are  notified 
to  the  Health  Department,  and  Midwives  visit  mothers  and  their 
babies  until  the  twenty-eighth  day.  Thereafter  the  Health  Visitor 
is  responsible  for  home  contact  with  mother  and  child. 


Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 


Baildon  Clinic. 

This  is  a commodious  Clinic  for  infant  welfare  work.  Sessions 
are  held  each  Monday  afternoon  at  the  Methodist  Church  Hall, 
Westgate.  A Doctor  and  Health  Visitors  are  in  attendance. 

An  ante-natal  clinic  is  held  fortnightly  on  Wednesday  mornings 
by  arrangement;  Doctor,  Health  Visitor  and  Midwife  being  in  attend- 
ance. 

Children  and  mothers  in  need  of  Specialist  services  are  referred 
to  Somerset  House,  Shipley. 
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Hospitals.

Day  Nursery 

The  Day  Nursery  at  Baildon,  a permanent  type  brick  building 
with  accommodation  for  50  children  was  closed.  It  is  some  consol- 
ation that  the  premises  are  now  being  used  as  an  Infants  School  by 
the  Education  Authority,  so  that  one  section  of  the  young  population 
enjoy  the  amenities. 


DOMICILIARY  SERVICES 


Care  of  the  Aged 

Staff  work  on  behalf  of  aged  persons  by  Health  Visitors,  Horne 
Nurses  and  Home  Helps  is  referred  to  in  the  appropriate  section  for 
each  Service. 

Baildon  Aged  Persons’  Welfare  Association 

Formed  in  late  1950  rapid  progress  has  been  made,  and  the 
Association  has  Executive,  Finance,  Social  and  Visitation  Sub- 
Committees.  Additionally  there  are  two  Havens.  The  following 
extracts  are  from  the  Fifth  Annual  Report  kindly  provided  by  Mr. 
Milner:- 

“ The  Executive  Committee  meets  monthly  and  considers,  among 
other  matters,  the  monthly  reports  of  the  two  Sub-committees 

During  the  year  the  resignations  of  Mrs.  Robson  and  Mrs.  Armi- 
tage  were  received,  and  the  Secretaryship  was  undertaken  by  Mrs.  G. 
Hanson.  Arrangements  were  made  to  supply  Radio  Relay  to  old 
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people  who  were  members  of  the  Association  at  a rental  cost  borne 
by  the  funds  of  the  Association.  Four  persons  had  taken  advantage  of 
this  scheme.  Liaison  with  Shipley  Aged  Welfare  Association  enabled 
persons  transferred  from  Shipley  living  on  the  new  Estates  to  enjoy 
the  advantages  of  the  Association. 

Christmas  Celebrations  and  distribution  of  coal  were  undertaken. 
Endeavours  were  made  for  private  car  excursions  to  be  enjoyed  by 
elderly  people. 


Social  Committee 

We  again  pay  our  tribute  to  the  fine  work  done  by  this  Com- 
mittee who  control  the  Havens,  under  their  interested  Chairman  Coun. 
J.  A.  Schofield,  with  Mrs.  Tennant  as  energetic  Secretary,  and  a 
grand  band  of  loyal  workers  whose  time  and  energies  are  given 
week  by  week  in  the  running  of  the  Havens,  we  are  grateful  to  them 
for  all  they  have  done  for  the  Aged  People  in  our  district.  This  is 
a weekly  service  and  given  in  such  a way  for  the  benefit  of  the  old 
people  and  words  from  us  seem  inadequate  to  express  our  thanks  to 
that  Committee.  We  also  would  like  to  place  on  record  our  apprec- 
iation of  the  services  given  to  the  Havens  by  the  three  Ministers  who 
conduct  the  service  in  turn  monthly,  namely,  the  Rev.  F.  Archer,  the 
Rev.  S.  Crowther,  and  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Cooper. 


Visitation  Committee 

This  is  a committee  which  works  in  a very  quiet  way,  but  never- 
theless the  reports  we  receive  monthly  of  its  weekly  visits  to  lonely 
and  sick  people  tell  a story  of  the  activity  behind  it  all.  Their  new 
Secretary  Mrs.  G.  Hanson  has  entered  into  the  true  spirit  of  this 
particular  Committee,  and  along  with  her  Chairman  Mr.  Walter  Mann 
and  the  grand  band  of  members  they  form  a team  of  which  we  are 
very  proud,  and  we  pay  our  sincere  tribute  to  them  for  the  time  they 
have  given  to  act  as  visitors  in  trying  to  bring  to  sick  people  cheer, 
to  lonely  people  help  and  understanding  of  their  many  problems. 

The  continued  progress  as  reported  justifies  us  in  feeling  that  we 
have  achieved  some  results  and  believe  that  our  endeavours  to  meet 
the  needs  and  problems  of  the  old  people  will  be  just  as  successful  in 
the  future  if  we  can  be  assured  of  the  enthusiastic  and  active  support 
of  all  members  of  our  Committees  and  goodwill  of  the  general  public. 
We  are  trying  to  make  this  Association  the  opportunity  of  sett  ing  our 
elder  citizens  and  we  should  like  to  thank  all  who  have  contributed  in 
any  way  by  service  or  donations  to  the  measure  of  success  achieved  so 
far  and  to  appeal  for  continuous  and  loyal  support  during  the  coming 
years.” 
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Home  Nursing. 

This  service  is  one  of  our  closest  links  with  General  Medical 
Practitioners,  since  the  Nurse  acts  under  the  direction  of  the  Doctor 
CO  relieve  sickness  and  infirmity.  The  work  of  the  Nurse  overlaps 
both  the  curative  and  preventive  fields,  demanding  experience  in 
clkiical  work  and  the  ability  to  teach  health  educational  principles  in 
the  home.  In  few  other  spheres  is  a Nurse  presented  with  greater 
opportunity  and  if  the  work  is  less  spectacular  than  some  other  fields 
of  medicine,  its  influence  is  none  the  less  profound,  for  the  Nurse,  by 
relieving  suffering,  can  bring  home  to  the  patient  and  his  or  her 
relatives  the  need  for  healthy  living. 

The  District  Nurse  works  in  close  relationship  to  the  Midwife, 
the  Health  Visitor  and  health  workers  such  as  Home  Helps. 

The  character  of  the  work  of  the  Distria  Nurse  has  changed 
in  recent  years.  The  retention  of  elderly  patients  at  home  has  made 
the  nature  of  her  duty  much  heavier  and  reduced  the  total  number  of 
visits.  Bed  nursing,  lifting  and  laying  of  the  patient,  attention  to  bed 
sores,  the  increasing  number  of  elderly  persons  and  the  relatively 
low  number  of  acute  cases  in  the  home  (partly  due  to  the  effect  of 
anti-biotics)  means  that  the  District  Nurse  spends  much  more  time 
on  each  visit.  As  in  so  many  other  branches  of  Public  Health  work 
the  number  of  visits  is  a poor  guide  to  the  amount  and  quality  of  work 
done. 

Much  assistance  was  derived  from  the  help  of  the  supervisory 
staff  at  Ck)unty  Hall,  and  the  Nurses  maintain  close  relationship  with 
the  Health  Department.

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS.  CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE. 
Health  Education  Propaganda. 

Use  was  made  of  the  facilities  provided  by  the  Central  Council 
for  Health  Education.  Propaganda  material  was  provided  by  the 
West  Riding  County  Council.  The  following  are  examples  of  the 
steps  taken  to  promote  Health  Education  in  the  population; — 

1.  Posters  were  exhibited  on  the  principal  hoardings  centred  in 
the  Division. 

2.  Leaflets  were  distributed  in  Clinics  to  mothers  on  matters 
related  to  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 
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3.  Leciurcs  were  given  by  Medical  Officers  and  Sanitary  In- 
spectors to  the  General  Public,  Parent  Teacher  Associations, 
Clubs  and  other  organisations. 

-1.  Distribution  of  leaflets  at  Exliibitions  and  in  Public  Works 
on  Industrial  Health. 

5.  Information  has  been  passed  to  the  Press  in  relation  to 
Infectious  Disease  and  other  subjects  when  appropriate. 

These  steps  are,  of  course,  additional  to  intensive  propaganda 
in  the  home  through  the  various  health  workers  of  the  Department. 

Hospitals. 

Progress  has  been  recorded  in  the  establishment  of  Care  and 
After  Care  Service,  and  an  increase  occurred  in  the  number  of  requests 
for  socio-medical  reports  from  Hospital.  Entirely  satisfactory  arrange- 
ments exist  with  the  Tuberculosis  Service,  Infectious  Disease  Service 
and  Maternity  Home,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  notifica- 
tion of  admission  and  discharge  from  the  Keighley  Group  Hospitals. 

At  the  Bradford  ‘A’  and  ‘B’  Groups  liaison  by  letter  and  tele- 
phone between  Almoner  and  Health  Visitor  on  behalf  of  Baildon 
residents  is  close.  Notification  of  either  admission  or  discharge,  which 
in  the  case  of  school  children  and  aged  persons  would  be  important 
to  the  Health  Department,  is  not  practised. 

For  persons  discharged  from  hospital.  District  Nurses  provide 
from  stock  minor  equipment  such  as  bed  pans,  rubber  sheets,  air  rings, 
and  larger  items,  e.g.  mattresses  and  invalid  chairs,  are  supplied  from 
divisional  stocks.  Extra  milk  on  the  advice  of  the  Chest  Physician 
is  supplied  to  the  Tuberculous,  and  such  matters  as  provision  of  Home 
Helps,  District  Nurses,  attention  to  housing  needs,  reference  to  Nat- 
ional Assistance  Board,  Welfare  Officers  and  help  from  Charities  such 
as  the  Salts  Trust,  are  all  matters  within  the  province  of  After  Care. 

Recuperative  Home  Treatment. 

There  are  four  Recuperative  Homes  for  mothers  and  children, 
that  is,  for  mothers  who  are  in  need  of  a rest  and  change  of  air  and 
cannot  go  without  taking  their  young  children  with  them.  Three 
families  were  admitted  during  1955. 

Brentwood  Recuperative  Centre,  Marple,  Cheshire.

(The  above  two  Homes  are  essentially  for  cases  requiring 
family  rehabilitation).

There  are  seven  Homes  for  schoolchildren  and  pre-school  children

Home  Help  Service. 

During  1955  the  demand  for  the  services  of  Home  Helps  contin- 
ued steadily  to  increase.  Difficulties  encountered  during  the  early 
months  of  the  year  when  the  demand  exceeded  the  authorised  supply, 
returned  towards  autumn,  and  there  was  an  ever-present  danger  of 
surpassing  our  establishment. 

Recruitment  of  suitable  women  as  Home  Helps  against  the  com- 
petitive claims  of  industry  continues  to  prove  a problem.  The 
majority  of  women  are  in  need  of  full-time  regular  employment,  and 
are  wary  of  working  for  the  Service  without  guaranteed  work.  Those 
anxious  to  obtain  part-time  employment  are  invariably  married 
women  with  young  children,  and  while  their  work  has,  in  the  main, 
been  of  a high  standard  and  greatly  appreciated  by  the  public,  there 
is  an  ever-present  possibility  of  absence  on  account  of  the  children. 

The  greatest  need  occurs  in  relation  to  the  aged,  many  of  whose 
relatives  are  in  emplo3mient,  and,  having  children  of  their  own,  are 
unable  to  care  for  the  old  people.  In  some  cases  the  elderly  are 
neglected  by  relatives  and  left  entirely  dependent  upon  help  from  the 
Service. 

Occasionally  Home  Helps  attending  cases  over  a long  period 
and  giving  entire  satisfaction,  are  persuaded  to  work  privately  in  the 
household.  Although  this  saves  hours,  it  deprives  the  Sendee  of 
personnel. 

Withal  the  Service  is  much  appreciated,  especially  by  aged 
persons  living  alone,  and  by  elderly  couples  when  illness  befalls. 
Fears  of  having  to  give  up  their  homes  are  quickly  dispelled  by 
practical  help  given  by  kindly,  cheerful  women.

General  Administration. 

The  Public  Health  Office  at  the  Town  Hall,  Shipley,  affords 
accommodation  for  the  staff  of  the  Local  Authority  and  the  Divisional 
Office  of  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

Health  Visitors  for  Shipley  and  Baildon  and  the  Divisional 
Mental  Health  Social  Worker  are  accommodated  in  the  department. 
Although  space  is  limited,  every  effort  is  made  to  meet  the  public 
need  and  encourage  maximum  co-operation  between  respective 
Officers,  e.g.,  there  is  intimate  relationship  between  the  work  of  the 
Health  Visitor  and  her  colleagues,  the  Midwife  and  District  Nurse; 
and  there  is  frequent  contact  between  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
Health  Visitor.  Indeed  the  whole  future  of  the  department  depends 
upon  intensive  team  work.  I have  in  previous  Reports  referred  to 
the  high  percentage  of  work  not  of  a routine  character.  Claims  on 
the  attention  of  the  department  are  not  easy  to  foresee,  and  yet  all 
urgencies  must  be  met.  At  Officer  level  considerable  progress  is 
being  made  in  our  relationships  with  the  Regional  Board,  Welfare 
Authorities  and  Voluntary  Societies. 

Laboratory  Service. 

Existing  arrangements  for  collection,  delivery,  examination  and 
reports  on  specimens  and  consequent  preventive  action  remain  un- 
changed. 

Practically  all  samples,  bacteriological,  water,  and  milk  were  sub- 
mitted during  the  year  to  the  Bradford  Laboratory  of  the  Medical 
Research  Council.  Prompt  delivery  secures  early  reports,  and  delay 
is  minimised  by  the  proximity  of  the  Laboratory  and  a preliminary 
telephone  report  from  the  Bacteriologist.  This  has  been  of  great 
service  in  many  different  ways,  reducing,  for  examole,  periods  of 
exclusion  from  school,  nursery,  and  work;  providing  early  diagnosis 
and  permitting  early  preventive  action  in  the  control  of  infectious 
disease.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

The  year  was  characterised  by  the  prevalence  of  measles  and  the 
return  of  Poliomyelitis.  Although  Dysentery  was  absent,  2 cases  of 
infection  due  to  Food  Poisoning  organisms  were  notified.  The  con- 
tinued presence  of  these  infections  emphasises  the  need  for  high  stand- 
ards of  personal  hygiene.  As  has  been  said,  too  casual  a standard 
applied  to  mild  cases  of  diarrhoea  in  the  adult  or  child  is  the  preva- 
lent source  of  infection,  and  whatever  progress  is  made  by  way  of 
improved  sanitation  will  be  negated  and  proved  futile  if  each  person 
is  not  aware  how  he  or  she  may  contribute  to  the  safety  of  other 
people. 

The  acute  case  and  symptomless  excreter  of  germs  remains  the 
prevalent  source  of  infection.  Contamination  cf  food,  food  mensils 
toys,  dust  are  all  secondary  to  defective  personal  habits,  and  poor 
housing  and  grouping  of  high  susceptibles  contributory  factors.  Re- 
currence of  infection  within  the  family  group  usually  indicates  a low 
standard  of  hygiene:  indeed  infectious  gastro  enteritis  is  a useful 
criterion  of  the  level  of  hygiene  in  an  area.  Its  continued  presence, 
a high  infection  rate,  a rapid  spread  within  the  family  and  unusual 
difficulty  in  eradication  are  all  indications  of  the  need  to  review  the 
publ'c  health  attack  on  defective  personal  habits. 

Special  attention  is  required  for  children  who  cannot  toilet  them- 
selves. Thorough  cleansing  of  lavatory  seats,  chains,  door  handles, 
chamber  pots,  napkins  and  linen,  play-room  floors,  crockery  and  food 
utensils,  and  full  attention  to  cleanliness  and  ventilation  of  rooms 
would  reduce  the  risk  from  infected  individuals  and  dust.  Early 
consultation  with  the  family  Doctor  followed  by  prompt  treatment 
when  the  first  suspicious  case  appears,  with  a practical  policy  of  room 
isolation  would  reduce  much  absence  from  work  and  school  and 
unnecessary  infection  of  other  members  of  the  family.  Children  suf- 
fering from  diarrhoea  should  on  no  account  be  allowed  to  mix  with 
other  children,  since  acute  cases  are  even  more  infectious  than  the 
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unsuspected  carrier. 

Measles 

185  cases  of  Measles  were  notified,  176  in  the  first  quarter  of 
the  year.  The  ward  distribution  was  heaviest  in  the  South  and  light- 
est in  the  North.  The  disease  was  clinically  mild  with  few  compli- 
cations easily  controlled  by  anti-biotics.  The  comparative  absence  of 
eye  and  lung  infections  was  notable,  and  only  one  case  occurred  in 
a child  under  one.  Indeed  we  hope  to  defer  infection  until  the  child 
has  reached  the  age  of  5 when  he  or  she  has  a higher  resistance.  The 
change  in  this  disease  is  due  to  change  in  the  nature  of  infection  rather 
than  control  of  the  spread. 

PoliomyelitM 

Two  cases  of  Poliomyelitis,  both  paralytic,  were  notified  during 
the  year.  This  gives  an  annual  average  incidence.  Each  case  made 
good  clinical  recovery.  Enquiry  as  to  the  source  of  infection,  although 
exhaustive,  was  as  usual  unfruitful. 

Whooping  Cough 
Scarlet  Fever 

Only  6 cases  of  Whooping  Cough  and  3 of  Scarlet  Fever  were 
notified.  Two  of  the  Scarlatina  cases  were  admitted  to  Hospital. 

Scabies  and  Verminous  Infestation. 

The  relative  infrequency  of  Scabies  and  the  low  demand  for 
public  cleansing  accommodation,  together  with  the  demolition  of 
Spurr  Road  Cleansing  Centre  in  the  central  area  scheme  led  me  to 
advise  Shipley  to  combine  with  neighbouring  authorities  to  meet  the 
possible  occasional  case.  Where  possible  disinfection  is  carried  out 
in  the  home.  Similarly,  Scabies  can  in  a vast  majority  of  cases  be 
eliminated  by  prompt  treatment  through  the  family  Doctor.  No 
cases  were  brought  to  my  attention  during  1955.

Parents  of  13  year  old  children  who  attend  Secondary  Schools 
are  offered  B.C.G.  vaccination  for  the  children.  The  Mantoux  test 
is  first  applied  to  determine  whether  the  child  has  already  acquired 
resistance  against  Tuberculosis.  Where  such  resistance  is  absent 
B.C.G.  is  administered.  403  children  had  Mantoux  tests,  and  of  these 
307  were  vaccinated.  Subsequent  tests  to  ascertain  the  degree  of 
immunity  developed  are  made  in  the  succeeding  year. 

In  addition  to  the  13  year  old  group,  the  Chest  Physician  and 
his  staff  offer  B.C.G.  immunisation  to  contacts  of  known  cases  of 
Tuberculosis.  These  numbered  82. 

Mental  Health  Service. 

Mr.  Greenwood,  the  Duly  Authorised  Officer,  was  responsible 
for  admissions  to  Mental  Hospitals  and  kept  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  informed  throughout  the  year  by  requisite  notices.  Notifica- 
tions of  discharge  were  received  from  the  respective  hospitals. 

The  Occupation  Centre  at  Keighley  for  children  classified  as 
ineducable  provided  accommodation  for  children  from  Keighley  and 
Shipley  Divisions  and  a few  outwith  these  areas.  Conveyance  by  ’bus 
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or  taxi  from  central  points,  meals  and  milk  through  the  Education 
Department  continued  to  be  supplied.  Medical  examination,  medical 
records,  dental  services  and  clinic  facilities  were  maintained.  Super- 
visor members  of  the  staff  as  part  of  their  duties  escorted  children 
to  and  from  the  Centre.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR,  1955 
Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary 
and  Cleansing  Services  of  your  district  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1955. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  increase  in  the  rate  of  house 
building  referred  to  last  year  has  been  continued  throughout  the  year 
under  review.  Twenty  houses  have  been  erected  by  this  Authority, 
178  have  been  completed  by  the  Shipley  U.D.C.  within  the  Baildon 
district  and  19  have  been  built  by  private  enterprise.  This  gives  a 
grand  total  of  217  houses  which  is  the  highest  number  built  in  post- 
war years. 

During  1955  a number  of  applications  were  made  for  Improve- 
ment Grants  and  the  Council  saw  fit  to  implement  the  provisions  of 
the  Housing  Acts,  1949  and  1954  by  allowing  several  such  grants  to 
assist  owners  to  improve  their  property. 

The  number  of  applicants  on  the  Council’s  Housing  List  shows 
a slight  decrease  over  the  previous  year’s  figures.  The  prime  demand 
would  appear  to  be  for  the  two  bedroom  type  of  house,  this  no  doubt 
being  due  to  the  large  number  of  newly  married  couples  seeking 
accommodation. 

Throughout  the  year  a satisfactory  Refuse  Collection  Service  has 
been  maintained  despite  the  fact  that  one  vehicle  was  out  of  service 
for  several  weeks.  TTie  income  derived  from  the  sale  of  salvage  has 
again  been  a valuable  source  of  revenue  to  the  Council.  132  tons  of 
waste  paper  were  collected  and  realised  the  sum  of  £1,077. 

The  year  was  made  notable  from  the  legislative  point  of  view  by 
the  introduction  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  This  Act  for  the 
first  time  lays  down  definite  standards  to  be  observed  in  all  food 
premises. 

I would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council  for  their  co- 
operation at  all  times  with  special  mention  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Health  Committee  (Councillor  Newton  Clough,  J.P.).  The  help  and 
advice  given  to  me  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Coimcil  (Mr.  R.  H.  Moore) 
and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  (Dr.  J.  Battersby)  have  been 
deeply  appreciated.

Several  inspections  of  factories  were  made  during  the  year, 
generally  conditions  were  satisfactory.  The  entire  remodelling 
of  the  sanitary  accommodation  at  one  large  factory  is  nearing 
completion. 


15.  Smoke  Abatement 

Fifty-two  smoke  observations  were  made  during  the  year 
and  on  two  occasions  it  was  necessary  to  draw  the  owners’ 
attention  to  the  excessive  emission  of  black  smoke.  In  both  cases 
the  engineers  concerned  were  interviewed  and  as  a result  there 
have  been  cleaner  chimney  tops. 

During  1954  it  was  necessary  for  the  management  of  one 
factory  to  consult  the  Fuel  Research  Council  over  their  difficult- 
ies. Towards  the  end  of  1955  the  Research  Council  reported 
their  findings  and  gave  their  recommendations  to  the  Company 
concerned.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Company  to  carry  out  these 
recommendations  during  the  year  1956. 


16.  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

Twenty-five  infestations  by  rats  and  mice  were  treated  dur- 
ing the  year,  three  of  which  were  major  infestations  by  rats. 
The  results  were  satisfactory,  all  the  treatments  being  carried 
out  in  accordance  with  the  methods  recommended  by  the  Min- 
istry. Warfarin  and  zinc  phosphide  are  the  chief  poisons  used.

The  Sub-Committee,  of  which  the  Medical  Ofl&cer  of  Healtn 
is  a co-opted  member,  meets  monthly  at  Salt’s  Hospital  or  the 
Maternity  Home.

477  women  were  delivered.  8 cases  were  emergency  admissions.

Family  Planning  Aaaodation. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  continued  progress  in  the  work 
of  the  Family  Planning  Association.  Dr.  Buckle,  Hon.  Medical  Offi- 
cer to  the  Association,  reports  as  follows: — 

“71  sessions  have  been  held,  with  a total  attendance  of  1,458 
p)atients,  of  which  551  were  first  visits — an  increase  of  124  on  last 
year. 

By  mid  August  the  number  of  patients  was  becoming  more  than 
could  be  dealt  with  by  one  Medical  Officer.  Dr.  Ling,  therefore, 
was  appointed  as  a second  Medical  Officer,  and  has  been  holding  a 
session  on  the  same  evening  since  the  end  of  August,  1955.

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Health  Visiting. 

Every  endeavour  was  made  to  diminish  routine  work  of  Health 
Visitors  in  the  Clinics,  substituting  as  was  appropriate  either  Assistant 
Health  Visitors  or  clerical  staff.  The  Health  Visitor  is  thereby  enabled 
to  concentrate  on  group  teaching  in  the  Clinic  and  personal  advice  in 
the  home. 

Apart  from  the  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  and  an  Assistant 
Health  Visitor  who  undertakes  Clinic  duties  at  Somerset  House,  10 
Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  work  in  the  Division,  4 of  whom 
are  allotted  to  Shipley.  The  Health  Visitor  is  now  the  General 
Practitioner  for  Public  Health  in  her  area,  covering  every  aspect 
of  Public  Health  work.  Highly  trained,  versatile,  she  has  unlimited 
scope  for  her  skill  and  zeal.  Health  Education,  Mothercraft  and 
Parentcraft  increasingly  figure  in  her  duties,  and  in  my  opinion  more 
general  use  of  her  specialised  knowledge  would  reduce  the  multiplicity 
of  Social  Workers  in  the  field.
